shrapnel At short ranges if the balloon 
is allowed to fly high the guns eannot

The same is equally true at 
long ranges, when the gun must be ele- 
vated to "nearly its limit to get the range. 
A balloon at these ranges, several thou- 
sand feet in the air, is entirely out of 
reach. The difficulties of striking a bal- 
loon are greatly increased when it is kept 
in motion. 
If the cable wagon be con- 
stantly driven in any direction and the 
reel worked at the same time, so as to 
play the balloon up and down through a 
distance of several feet, the artillery wij-l 
have a very difficult target to bit.
